CENTER CF POPULATION. 


The Spot Is In Washington Township, 
Brown County, Ind. 

Ap uneven field of rocks and serag 
gly trees partly covered wit® snow, a 
deserted water power mill beside a 
frozen creek, 9 quarter of a mile away 
8 farmhouse of hewn logs, pot a sign 
of life except o thin trall of smoke 
issuing frotw the chimney of the log 
enbin—a desolate scene, made more so 
by lowering clouds and a bitter portb 
wind which whistied through tbe trees 
—sucb Ls the picture of the center of 
population of the United States, {tp 
Washington township, Brown county, 
Ind. A two bour drive due west from 
Columbus, Ind., on the county pike 
brought the writer to the spot. It 
was easy to find, for It was scarcely 
a stone’s throw from where the road 
crosses a little creek at the county 
line. 

Brown county ts the wildest and 
least known part of the Hoosier State. 
Until three years ago no railroad 
crossed its borders, and even now tbe 
Indiana Sonthern cuts off only one 
small corner of this barren tract. Yet 
here is the center of population of the 
United States. 

The center of population In 1900 was 
in Bartholomew county, about five 
miles southeast of Columbus, Ind. The 
great increases in population of some 
of the southwestern states as shown 
by the census of 1910 caused the cen- 
ter to move westward about twenty 
miles, bringing it just over the line 
fnto Brown county, which adjoins 
Bartholomew connty on the west. The 
census department has located the 
center as close as a forty acre plot, 
and in course of time the exact point 
will be determined by astronomical! 
experts, who will visit the tract and 
take observations, and fn all probabil- 
ity it will be marked with a stone 
monument, such as marks the spot 
owhere the center of population was tn 
1900.—Karl RK. Kitchen in New York 
World. 


INSANITY IN THE NAVY. 


Recruiting Metheds Blamed For the 
Large Number of Cases 

‘A thorough study of the insane at 
the government bospital for the insane 
in Washington, says the Bluejacket, 
prompfs Passed Assistant Surgeon 
Butts to comment vigorously on the 
methods of accepting recruits. 

It ts found that nearly one-quarter 
of the imsanity in the navy and ma- 
rine corps is furnished by privates in 
the latter service. This ts held to be 
caused by the scant examination gtv- 
ep by civillan physicians hired at ma- 
gine recruiting stations. 

Even the navy medical officers are 
censured for baste in this {important 
matter, and it Is suggested that some 
form of mental examination ts desir 
able as well as a probationary service 
of six months to determine mental 
status and aptitude for service. 

KM is also deemed wise to inquire 
into family and personal history of 
candidates before accepting them. 

It is found that among the foreign 
born the Germans bave the best men- 
tal makeup. From January, 1899, to 
June, 1910, there was nearly 50 per 
cent of recoveries aad less than 7 per 
cent of deaths. Over 63 per cent of 
the insane are between twenty and 


thirty years old.

Blaborate preparations are being 
made, according to the Munchener 
Neuesten Nachrichten, for the pro- 
duction at Berlin “early next spring” 
of an operetta entitled “Der Liebe 
straum,” for which “the best talent in 
Europe bas been engaged.

The 
setting will cost about 1,000,000 marks, 
but this sum will not come out of the 
imperial purse, as did the stage ex- 
penses for “Sardanapalus,” but will 
be privately contributed.

Athens of to-day, writes Frank G. 
Carpenter, is the brightest, gayest 
and busiest city of the near east. It 
has some of the most elegant homes 
of the world; its marble buildings 
vie with those of the best cities of 
Europe, and its stores are full of fine 
goods. The town grows as fast as 
blackberry bushes on top of the Blue 
ridge. About 50 years ago it had 
something like 10,000 people, who 
dwelt in 800 miserable houses, To- 
day it has almost 200,000, and among 
them are Greek millionaires who 
have made fortunes in Alexandria, 
Cairo, Constantinople, and other cen- 
tres about the Mediterranean sea. 

Tt is the aim of the Greek to come 
to Athens to die and the rich bring 


| their savings and live here in luxury. 


They spend so much that the finest 
of everything may be bought in the 
stores, and the cost of living is about 
as high as anywhere else in the 
world, 

Let take a ride through the 
streets. We can go several miles on 
the tramway for a fare of 2 cents. 
We pass over the ground where Dio- 
genes went with his lantern hunting 
an honest man and through the 
Streets which Alcibiades traversed in 
his seven-horse chariot.

Portugal, 
Greece, Holland and Ireland are excep- 
tions, and save for these few the 
“zone” system is now universal. - 
Everywhere “civil noon”’—the noon 
of clocks and time tables—is an exact 
number of hours, fast or slow, of 
“Greenwich mean time.” Krom Green- 
wich the exact time {s conveyed at 1 
o'clock every day by electric current to 
London and all the chief towns of the 
British isles. The globe is divided into 
zones of fifteen degrees, or one hour 
breadth, the Greenwich meridian being 
in the center of the zero zone. When 
voyages of discovery began the peak 
of Tenerife was frequently used as a 
first meridian of longitude until a 
scientific congress assembled by Riche- 
lieu at Paris in 1630 selected the island 
of Ferro for the purpose, and it gradu- 
ally superseded the yarions others in 
use. The Washington meridian con- 
ference of 1884 recommended the ex- 
clusive use of Greenwich meridian 
and a “universal day” beginning for 
the whole earth at Greenwich mid- 
night without, however, interfering 
witb local time.—New York World.

AERIAL. WAR CRAFT. 
Germany Leads the Nations With a 
Fleet of Fourteen. 

From a return just issued it appears 
that there were at the beginning of 
1911 forty airships in existence belong- 
ing to the nations of the world and 

intended for use in warfare. 

Germany comes first with fourteen 
aerial battleships and cruisers ag 
Britain pos- 
sesses six, and of (be remaining eight 
Italy and Austria own two each, while 
one apiece is possessed by Russia, Bel- 
gium, Spain and the United States. 

These figures include airships .com- 
pleted ready for delivery, but not yet 
handed over, as, for example, the huge 
semirigid Morning Post, England's big- 
gest dirigible. She holds when fully 
inflated 350,000 cubie feet of gas as 
against the 245,000 feet contained in- 
side the envelope of Clement-Bayard 
I], England's next Jargest. 

Even these monsters, however, are 
quite small by comparison with some 
of the latest German aerial Dread- 
noughts. For example, Zeppelin III. 
and Zeppelin IV. have a gas capacity 
of 525,000 feet and 665,000 feet re- 
spectively. To Germany also belongs 
the distinction of owning the biggest 
airship in the world, the Schutte, which 
is of 682,500 feet capacity and is driven 
by four motors, each of 125 horsepow- 
er. 

The United States has achieved a 
record in the other direction by build- 


This is the Baldwin, which 
has a capacity of 20,000 feet only. 

This Is 4,000 less than the little Wil- 
lows, which created such a sensation 
last August by appearing unexpectedly 
over London, having flown from Car- 
diff during the night.—Pearson's Week:

Fire at Montreal. 

Montreal, May 8.—Fire broke out 
in the testing department of the Allis 
“Chalmers-Bullock factory near La- 
chine late Saturday afternoon and 
burned fiercely for nearly three hours 
before the combined efforts of the 
Montreal and Lachine fire brigades 
and the employes’ brigades of neigh- 
boring factories could get it under 
control.

If it's 1 shame to give a dog a bad 
name, how much more deplorable ts 
|} it to thus brand a little child, says a 
recent correspondent. Yet some par- 
ents proceed to do this very thing with 
the utmost unconcern. They give their 
little child the worst heritage that 
they have In their power to burden 
him with, the consciousness that he is 
not a-good boy and hence that good- 
ness can hardly be expected of him. 

Perhaps the first thing that any 
man or woman bas to learn in un- 
dertaking any business of life is the 
tesson of confidence in his own worth. 
{f a man believes himself a failure, 
success would be a miracle or an acci- 
dent. 

And it’s pretty much the same way 
with behavior, Unconsciously we mod- 
el our behavior after the type of per- 
son that we imagine ourselves to be. 

But all these things are platitudes 
which every parent knows. Yet, know- 
ing them, how often does he proceed 
to give his little child that worst of 
all gifts—a willingness to think evil of 
nimself! 

Perhaps one reason why this is so is 
the almost general failure of grown 
people to realize how early in life im- 
pressions are made. It must be re- 
membered that before a child can talk 
coherently he can understand, or at 
j}teast gain definite impressions, from 
conversation which he overhears. This 
Is proved time and time again by the 
chance remarks 1 baby makes which 
show that he has heard and understood 
something not meant for his ears. 

And yet how often his parents take 
him out and apologize for his behavior 
or imply by their conversation that he 
ls a “terror!” 

“Well, there will be no peace for 
as now that Johnny is up from his 
nap,” says Johnny's mother in the 
presence of her small son. 

Far be it from Johnny to disappoint 
the expectations of his maternal rela- 
tive. 

This is only a sample of the sort of 
thing that grown people repeatedly 
say in the presence of children. And 
| it’s a very great pity. Give the child 
at least a fair chance and don’t brand 
him at the start with a bad name. 


Fancy Work For Children. 

The children often come to you and 
ask for something to do, something to 
make, for a child’s ideas are always 
creative. Here is some rainy day work 
for busy fingers: 

A wall match holder can be made on 
a foundation of cardboard cut out ina 
diamond, the upper portion of which 
is much larger than the lower. Fold 
the two lower ends upward so as to 
form a pocket and cover the whole 
with silk or any bright colored fabric. 
Then bind with heavy cord and attach 
a ring to hang it up by. 

A hanging pincushion is also easily 
made, Cut out two pieces about five 
or six inches square from _ bristol 
board and cover one with figured 
material and one with plain. Sew 
them together and then bend the 
square thus formed into a cornucopia 
shape, with the plain side as the lin- 
ing. Bind with cord and leave a loop 
to hang by. TF ill with absorbent cot- 
ton or with bran all the way to the 
top and sew silk tightly over it. Cot-

buttonholed to cardboard or cartridge 
| paper, and then several other circles 
of chamois a bit smaller. Fasten all 
together with a large ornamental but- 
ton. Even the smallest child can make 
this. 

A simple footstool should be made 
of a strong wooden box with the lid 
nailed firmly down. Screw on small 
casters and pad the top of the box. 
Cover with coarse canvas. Now cut 
out a piece of brocade in the shape of 
a cross and large enough to cover the 
tops and sides of the box after pad- 
ding. Nail this down and finish off 
| the edges by furniture gimp held down 

by tiny brass tacks. This is something 
| for the boys to make.

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Text of the Lesson, Isa, vi, 1-13 
Memory Verses, 6-8—Golden Text, 
Isa. vi, 8—Commentary Prepared by 
Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


We saw in last week's lesson that 
Uzziah, king of Judah, was evidently, 
much helped by a prophet named 
Zechariah, who bad visions of God, 
And now we seo in this lesson that 
Isaiah received bis commission in con- 
nection with a vision of God. It was 
so with Ezekiel and Zechariah, who 
wrote the prophecy called by his name; 
also with Moses and Joshua and Gid- 
eon. Daniel also had a vision of God, 
and it was not until Job could say 
“Now mine eye seeth thee” that he re- 
celved fullness of blessing. There {5 
no vision of God or knowledge of God 
except through the Son of God, whom 
we know as Jesus Christ our Lord. No 
man knoweth the Futher save the Son, 
and he to whomsoerer the Son will re- 
veal Him. No man cometh unto the 
Father but by Me. He that hath seen 
Me bath seen the Fatber (Matt, xi, 
27; John xiv, G, 9). We are not fully 
qualified for service nnatil we have so 
seen God in Christ that no mortal man 
is big enough to come between Him 
and our soul's vision. The Lord alone 
must be seen and exalted, and we 
Tapes cease from man (Isa. il, 11, 17, 

In the year that King Uzziah died 
Isaiah saw a throne and a king who 
liveth forever, who said to John in 
Patmos, “I was dead, and behold I am 
alive forevermore” (Rev. 1, 18), This 
same John, quoting from our lesson 
chapter and referring to this visiom, 
said, “These things said Isaiah whem 
he saw His glory and spoke of Himy® 
(John xli, 41). Notice that the one 
whom Isalah saw on the throne is 
called Lord (capital L, small ord), not 
the same as LORD in verses 3, 5, 12, 
where the name is all capitals. The 
former is “Adonai,” my master, my 
proprietor, the one who owns me, 
whereas the latter is “Jehovah,” the 
great “I am,” who was and is and is 
to be the Creator as my Redeemer. If 
any mortal man owns us and he dies 
we may be in sore distress, but if the 
one whose we are and whom we serve 
is the ever living man on the throne 
then we will have peace always. 

It is a very great lesson to learn to 
see no man any more saye Jesus only 
with ourselyes (Mark ix, 8) Isaiah 
saw the serapbim close to the throne, 
whereas Ezekiel and John saw cher- 
ubim (Ezek. and fey. iv. with Ezek 
x, 20). We know from Rey. vy, 9, 10, 
and the association of the cherubim 
with the mercy seat and the vail that 
they represent the glorified redeemed 
from among the nations. The sera- 
phim may represent the same as they 
only, seraphins aud cherubim, cry 
holy, holy, holy. ‘hey look forward 
te and speak of the time when the 
earth shall be full of His glory. Coy- 
ering face and feet with their wings 
suggests that it is not what we are or 
what we do that counts for anything, 
but with the wings that fly we must 
soar higher, even as on eagles’ wings, 
and behold only Himself. The face 
indicates character, what we are, and 
the feet our walk, what we do, but 
our only comfort is in what He is and 
what He does. 

The effect of this vision of the glory 
of the Lord upon the prophet was that 
he saw himself as wholly undone and 
unclean. This is what we need—such 
a vision of the beauty of the Lord that 
we shall forever hate and abhor our 
selves and see ourselves as sinners in 
His sight, accordiig to Isa. Ixiy, 6; 
Dan. x, 8; Rom, vii, 18; 8-19. Thus 
seeing ourselyes we shall have no con- 
demnation for. other sinners, nothing 
but the compassion of Jesus Christ. 
When there is this deep and thorough 
conviction of sin, then It is a short 
road to forgiveness and cleansing, for 
He came to save siuners, and His blood 
cleanseth from all sin. Note that 
heavenly agency does it all, iniquity 
is taken away, sin purged, the sinner 
| 1g perfectly helpless, as were Adam 
and Eve when the Lord God made 
coats of skins and clothed them. 

It is our privilege to know that He 
has by Himself purged our sins and 
ig now on the right hand of the Maj- 
esty on high (Heb. 1, 8). Then we 
are ready to hear the yolce from the 
throne saying, “Whom shall I send, 
and who will go for us?” Notice the 
“I” and “us,” the one living and true 
God in the three persons of Father, 
Son and Holy Spirit. Was ever such 
a wonderfal commission offered to 
mortals as to represent the Trinity be- 
fore men? See in John xiv, 17, 2% 
how they are sald to dwell in the be- 
Hever and in II Cor, ty, 10, 11, that

CORONATION PRICES. 


London Likely to Establish a Record at 
the Coming Function. 

So far as coronations are concerned, 
it seems Ilkely that a record will be 
established in the prices of seats to 
witness tho forthcoming one of King 
George. Already, it ts reported, one | 
window in Piccadilly bas been let for | 
800 guineas. 

The coronation of King Edward was, 
of course, shorn of much of its interest | 
and a great deal of its splendor owing 
to its unfortunate postponement, and 
there was a big slump in consequence 
in the prices originally demanded for 
the seats. 

For that of Queen Victoria the prices | 
demanded were very low according to 
modern ideas, but then in 1838 we had 
not yet learned to think in millions. 
Good seats to view the procession 
could be had for as low as 5 shillings, 
and very few were advertised at more 
than a guinea, even in the choicest 
positions. 

The contrast is startling between 
these rates aud those prevailing at her

THE RISE OF TEXAS. 


Promises For the Future Based on Past 
Performances. 

What July 4, 1776, is to the United 
States in general March 2; 1836; is to 
Texas. On that day Texas, which was 
part of Mexico, but which, peopled 
chiefly by Americans, was as alien to 
that country in ideas and aspirations 
as it was in language, declared its in- 
dependence. And the announcement 
‘was quickly put into concrete shape. 

When Texas became a state it had 
only about 150,000 population, and in 
the census of 1850, the first in which 
it figured, it ranked as the twenty- 
fifth in number of inhabitants. In 
1910 it had 3,896,000 people and 
ranked as the fifth state and grew 27 
per cent in the decade. 

It promises to be the fourth state in 
1920, displacing Ohio, which holds that 
rank now and which has held it for 
many years. By 1930 tt will, from 


the recent relative rates of gain, run 
very close to Illinois, which is the 
third state, and may become the sec- 
ond state by 1940, Pennsylvania hold- 
ing that rank now and for many dec- 
ades. By 1960 it promises to outstrip 
New York and become the empire 
state of a republic which by that time 
may have 200,000,000 people.—Leslie’s” 
Weekly. 


To Prevent Premature Interment. 

Professor Anthony de Choinski of 
Dresden has been granted a patent at 
Washington for an apparatus the ob- 
ject of which is to provide a safeguard 
against burial alive. The apparatus 
consists of an air tight chamber, with 
air pump attachment and a glass door 
in top. When a body is placed inside 
the chamber all the air is withdrawn, 
leaying the body in a yacuum. It is 
claimed that signs of life, if there be 
any, are readily to be detected as the 
air is belng pumped out of the cham- 
ber, this being due to the release of 
atmospheric pressure, estimated at six- 
teen pounds to the square inch, from 
the body.—New York World.

A Two-Fold Evil

any kind is to be derived from spray- 
ing trees in bloom; it cannot even be 
recommended as a means of thinning 
the crop.

They Lead the Four Hundred In New 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia. 
The new Loeater of the Social Reg: 
ister, just issued, contains an inter- 
esting study of names as they are 
given in the various Four Hundreds of 
the citles which have been listed. The 
Locater—Which covers twenty-nine 
cities, contains the names of 95,648 
persons. Of these 50,752 are groupec 
as Mr, and Mrs, and 44,896 appear as 

Shugle. 

In New York’s Four Hundred the 
Smiths lead, there being 166 in the 
aristocratic inclosure. The Browns 
come next with 143, the Clarks third 
With ninety-one. Although less nu- 
merous, the Livingstons, with fifty- 
eight, are still typically of the me- 


| tropolis, there being only four Living- 


stons outside New York. Three are in 
St. Paul, and one is in Cincinnati. In 
Washington the name of Davis comes 
first, with twenty-three, and the Har- 
risons, Parkers aud Smiths are sec- 
ond, with twenty-two.

Disastrous Bush Fires 
$27,000 in Machinery and Buildings Destroy- 
ed at the Craig Mine 


During the past week several fires 
have been creating havoc in the town- 
ships of Madoc and Tudor, A con- 
siderable quantity of timber has been 
destroyed, but so far as can be learned 
very few buildings have been burned. 

A company from Marmora com- 
menced buaning a site for a stave 
factory at Hole-in-the-Wall, about 
half way between Glanmice and Mill- 
bridge. The fire got beyond control 
and the house and barns of William 
Black were destroyed, with the con- 
tents. Mr, John Donaldson's family 
also lost their kouse and contents, 
though the barn was saved. 

A fire was started in a marsh at 
Wolf Lake, east of Bannockburn, 
which spread and destroyed the four- 
battery mill of the Craig Gold Mining 
and Reduction Oo., entailing a loss of 
$27,000, This mill was erected four 
years by Mr. W. A. Hungertord, of 
town, and was one of the most com- 
plete in Ontario. Everything was 
totally destroyed. 

West of Bannockburn fire has done 
some damage, and the report that the 
buildings of the gold mine there were 
destroyed, has been found incorrect, 
They were saved only after a hard 
fight. 

It is reported that six or eight fam- 
ilies in the neighborhood of Maynooth 
have been burned out. 

A farmer at the east end of Moira 
lake commenced burning bush, which 
soon assumed large proportions, and 
was burning for six or seven days, 
The reflection was seen from the 
village.

Criminal Carelessness with Fire 
(The Globe) 

Many of the so-called “bush fires” 
are the result of inexcusable reckless- 
ness on the part of settlers, who start 
them to clear their land, and take 
chances on being able to prevent them 
from spreading. It is not practicable 
to vid the land of its forest growth and 
fit it for cultivation without burning 
much of the encumbering rubbish in 
the place where it accumulates; but 
the risk of widespread and devastating 
conflagration may be reduced to a 
minimum by careful choice of the time 
when the burning is to be done. No 
fire should be started after a spell of 
dry weather, or inany kind of weather 
when there is a high wind. In this 
mutter eternal vigilance is the price of 
safety, and it would pay the people of 
a locality to so arrange the starting of 
bush fires as to have co-operative help 
within easy reach in case of general 
danger. Probably ninety out of every 
hundred fires of this sort might have 
been prevented without adding mater-

London, May 15.—The German im- 
nerial yacht Hohenzollern, with the 
Smperor and Empress and Princess 
Victoria Louise aboard, arrivod at 
Sheerness last evening. The German 
cruisers escorting the yacht exchang- 
ed salutes with the British warships. 
The latter were gaily decorated and 
the crews gave a cheering welcome 
to the visiting sovereigns. Their ma- 
jesties remained aboard the yacht dur- 
ing the night. 

Emperor Wilhelm and the Empress 
‘are making the first state visit by 
foreign monarchs to England since 
the death of Edward VII. They have 
‘come for the unveiling by King George 
of the statue in front of Bucking- 
ham Palace, which completes a great 
national memorial to Queen Victoria. 
This, however, will only be an inci- 
dent of their visit, which extends over 
a week, during which the English 
court, now out of mourning, will en- 
tertain their distinguished guests at 
state banquets, a stato ball and a gala 
performance at Drury Lane Theatre.

DEATH OF W.- J. MOORE 
Sudden Ending of a Promising Life 


The announcement in our last week's 
issue of the sudden death of William 
J. Moore, barrister of Madoe, caused a 


community. He had gone to Toronto 
Wednesday morning for treatment, 
owing to his ill, nervous condition,and 
passed away suddenly during the fol- 
lowing night, heart failure being the 
immediate cause of death, The re- 
mains were brought to Mudoc on 
Thursday night, and the funeral was 
held on Sunday, 21st inst., under the 
auspices of Madoc Lodge of Masons, of 
Which deceased was a Past Master, 
Large numbers of members of the 
craft were present from Stirling, Mar- 
mora, Tweed and otber places through- 
the county, and there was also a large 
attendance of the generai public, to 
pay their last tribute of respect to a 
well-known citizen. 

The late My, Moore was a resident 
of Madoc since early childhood, having 
come here with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. William Moore, shortly after the 
“gold excitement.” THe passed the en- 
trance examination from our public 
scheol, and after a year und whalf in 
other business, decided to attend the 
Camwpbellford High School, where he 
passed his non-professional second, 
after six months’ study, After secur- 
ing his professional in the Madoc 
Model School he then successfully 
taught the Ridge Road school in Hunt- 
ingdon for three years, During this 
time he prepared his matviculution, 
and when done he seeured a position 
with a prominent law firm in Toronte. 
By filling other poritlons and writing 
for certain periodicals, he earned suffi- 
cient means to take his law examina- 
tions with great credit, He was a 
hurd-working student, and at one 
time, while he was afflicted with facial 
pralysis and confined to his bed, he 
prepared for a coming examiaation Ly 
hearing the lectures read to him by u 
room-mate. At his final law examin- 
ation he secured the Degree of B.C.L. 
with honors. The hard study of his 
student days without doubt laid the 
foundations for the undermining of 
his constitution that ultimately was 
the cause of his early death. 

The late Mr. Moove was a lawyer of 
more thin average ability, and a pub- 
lic speaker of considerable repute 

throughout the county, He was an 
ardent Conservative in polities, and 
took an active part in all elections in 
North Hastings of late, yerrs. He 
filled the office of Secretary of the 
North Hastings Conservative Associa- 
tion for any years, resigning this to 
accept the Presidency of the East 
Hastings Association after the last re- 
distribution, which position he held 
until his death. Had his life been 
prolonged, there is no doubt but fur- 
ther and higher political honors would 
have fellen to him. 

Beside his parents, brother and two 
sisters, he leaves a widow and two 
young children, to whom the sincere 
sympathy of the public is extended in 
their sad bereavement,
